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4000 TO BE LAID 
OFF AT DODGE AND

DETROIT, Jan. 8 (AP)— 
Chrysler Corp. said last night 
it will lay off indefinitely a 
total of 4000 auto workers at 
its Dodge and DeSoto plants 
this week. 


A company spokesman said 
some 3400 employes will be 
furloughed tomorrow at Dodge 


and some 600 at DeSoto. No 
reason was given. The com- 
pany said only it planned “op- 
erations on an adjustable 
schedule” at the two plants. 
Chrysler has 14,800 workers at 
its Dodge plant and about 2700 
at DeSoto. 


The Detroit Free Press said 
it had learned that Chrysler 
plans a 20 per cent production 
cut that will affect nearly 10,- 
000 auto workers. Chrysler 
officials refused comment on 
the story. 

The paper said a cut in 
Plymouth production from 
1440 to 1000 units a day sched- 
uled for next week will result 
in layoffs for about 1100 Ply- 
mouth assembly plant workers 
and another 350 at the Ply- 
mouth engine plant. In ad- 
dition, the paper said; another 
3000 stamping plant workers 
will be laid off in the produc- 
tion cut.

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OPPENHEIMER 
REVIEW UPTO

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8— 
Any move to reinstate the se- 
curity clearance of Dr. J. 
Robert Oppenheimer must be 
initiated by Dr. Oppenheimer 
himself, Atomic Energy Com- | 
mission officials indicated to- 
day. 

Chairman Lewis L. Strauss 
told a press conference that 
the commission would not re- 
open the case on its own mo- 
tion. He said, however, that | 
he assumed the AEC would | 
take such action “if substantial 
new facts” were submitted | 
bearing on the case. 


Acting General Counsel Ed- | 
ward Diamond said he was 
sure that “an application in 
any form by him (Dr, Oppen- 
heimer) would receive consid- 
eration by the commission.” 


A reporter raised the ques- 
tion of the Oppenheimer case 
by asking for Strauss’s per- 
sonal view of proposals that 
the atomic physicist be invited 
back into the Government's 
scientific program to help meet 
the newly recognized Soviet 
competition in missiles and 
earth satellites. 

Denies Bar Was Personal. 

' Strauss objected that his 
personal feelings had nothing 
to do with the matter. He ob- 
served that the 1954 finding, 
in which the AEC barred Dr. 
Oppenheimer from further ac- 
cess to nuclear secrets as a 
security risk, was “by the com- 
mission, not by men,” despite 
efforts to interpret the affair 
as a personal feud. 

Noting that the reporter had 
mentioned Dr. Isidor I. Rabi, 
chairman of the Science Ad- 
visory Committee of the Office 
of Defense Mobilization, as one 
of those who had urged re- 
opening the case, Strauss re- 
called that Dr. Rabi had been |' 
an effective witness in Dr. Op- 
<a behalf at the 1954 

earing. 

Oppenheimer, wartime direc- 
tor of the Los Alamos (N.M.) 
atomic bomb project, was found 
loyal but indiscreet in a 2 to 1 
decision by a special hearing 
board. That decision was up- 
held 4 to 1 by the commission, 


with Strauss among the ma- 
jority. 

Those who want the Oppen- 
heimer case reopened argue 
that the affair remains a sort 
of American Dreyfus case 
which the Government has a 


moral responsibility to recon- i? 


sider. They argue also that a 
reversal would help heal ill- 
feeling among many scientists 
which resulted from the Op- 
penheimer case. 

The press conference was 
the last to be held at the AEC’s 
building in Washington, since 
the commission next week will 


complete its move to new head- |#

Three cheers for your reprinting 
that unusual speech by Gen. Omar 
Bradley in Sunday's issue. I think 
you could render a unique and 
priceless service if you would con- 
duct a forum on the general's 
thesis that the grave of humanity 
is how being dug by human intel- 
ligence misapplied, and that our 
major problem is to shift our 
curiosity and our intellectual ener- 
gy from “a trip to the moon” to 
- “the problem of peaceful accom- 
modation in the world.” 

Surely we have here a tragie 
inversion of our values. From 
many sources we are reminded of 
the paradox of unprecedented in- 
vestment in an arms race which 
no one can win. And yet we see 
little or no investment. in the 
earnest struggle for peace. 

A voice that would advocate 
spending two billion dollars to win 
the race for survival is practically 
never heard. If, as Gen. Bradley 
contends, “peaceful accommodation 
is infinitely more difficult than the 
conquest of space,” why should we 
not invest more intelligence—more 
manpower and moneypower — in 
the former? 

I suggest that few people will 
disagree with Gen. Bradley’s thesis 
that saner investment of human in- 
telligence is necessary, but that no 
one is prepared to tell us how to 
make the shift. 
In a TV interview with Martin 
Agronsky last September, John 
Foster Dulles asserted that we are 
not organized for peace, that we 
have no adequate institutions for 
peace as we have for war (or arm- 
ament). 
As in many other nations, the 
most heavily financed and manned 
institution in the United States 
Government is the Department of 
Defense. There is no Department 
of Peace, although Congressman 
Harold C. Ostertag ‘(Rep.), New 
. York, has offered a bill for one. 
I wonder how many of my fellow 
readers feel that there should be 
such a department, and perhaps 
that the Department of State, ds 
now constituted, is obsolete and in- 
, adequate to search for and find 
the cure for war.

When President Eisenhower delivers his State 
of the Union message, attention will properly be 
centered upon defense and national security, 


But though the most pressing national problems | 


confront us in that area, it would be short- 


| sighted to negleet an area of potential crisis — 


that could become equally important—the na- 
tional economy. 

A year ago the President beastfully forecast 
his third balanced budget in a row for the fiscal 
year which ends next June 30. Now, half way 


| through that year, word seeps out that a deficit 


and not a surplus is in sight. The nature and 
the degree of the reversal both reflect the sharp 
dewnturn of bubiness activity which is now 
upon us.. They are a warning that the nation 
cannot afford to let its economic affairs slide 
below the danger point before acting aggres- 
sively to turn the trend. 

In part, the suddenly changed budget outlook 
is a result of higher expenditures than were 
anticipated. In part—how large a part remains 
to be seen—this change is the result of lifting 
the defense budget ceiling, a necessary conse- 
quence of our demonstrated shortcomings in 
new weapons development. But the main point 
to notice is that even this billion-dollar bulge 
in expenditures could have been covered with 
out a deficit had tax receipts remained what 
they were expected to be. Tite drop in receipts 
flows directly from the drop in business. It is 
equally steep and equally sudden. 

As late as last October, the Administration 
was forecasting receipts of 73.5 billions, almost 
as large as those on which it based the budget 
a year ago. Three months later receipts are 
estimated at 72.5 billions, and very probably 
even this will turn out to be an over-estimate 
unless the economic downturn is_ swiftly 
reversed, 

Just how precipitous the downturn is can be 
judged from the news that in the last week of 
1957 new claims for unemployment insurance 
went up to 550,995, the highest figure since the 
unemployment insurance system began in 1938. 
Sales of manufacturers continued to fall in No- 
vember by 2 per cent, Manufacturers that 
month continued to liquidate their inventories, 
and by an amount greater than in any month 
since 1954. The stock market wound up the 
year showing the largest decline in 26 years. 
As personal income and industrial production 
continued down, the. ratio of manufacturing 
output to capacity reached 82 per cent, a level 
usually followed by curtailment of investment in 
new machinery—a vital ingredient of prosperity. 

These figures are cited, not to sing the blues, 
but to point to the need for alert public policy 
in the months ahead. Most Administration econ- 
omists have been banking on an end to the re- 
cession by mid-year, and everybody will hope 
they are right. But doubts are beginning to 
afflict some of them. From the top leadership 
what is demanded is a flexibility of attitude 
which will encourage the swift adaptation of 
policy to the economic facts as they develop in 
coming weeks. 

Instead of repeating to ourselves, “things are 
sure to get better,” the watchword for 1958 
should be “we'll see to it that things get better.”

deemed dangerous. And we wouldn't want any- 
thing like that, now, would we? 
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It Could Be Contagious 

As it runs along Forest Park between the ho- 
tels and the hospitals, Kingshighway today is 
an impressive boulevard lined with impressive 
buildings. Just as a good new tie does even 
more for those around him than for the man 
who. wears it—and cannot see it—these struc- 
tures have given the neighborhood and the 
whole city a lift. 

For this a bow should be given to the Cam- 
pagna brothers.

The American Rocket Society regards manned:

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Objectives for the County 

Supervisor Matthews’s recommendations on 
the direction in which government in the 
county should move in 1958 deserve broad 
citizen support. Although the Supervisor’s per- 
sonal jurisdiction is sharply confined to one 
level of local government, his recommendations 
happily are not. They are realistic and they are 
broad. They reflect a knowledgeable view of 
the whole picture. 

Mr. Matthews is weakest when dealing with 
his own layer of government. While recognizing 
the plain need for streamlining the unwieldy 
and slipshod county administrative machine, he 
refrains from -vigorously underscoring the ma- 
chine’s most serious flaws: too many political 
bosses and too few nonpolitical workers. 

All 14 of the county’s independently elected 
administrative offices ought to be made ap- 
pointive under the Supervisor and their em- 
ployes hired on the basis of merit. 

The Council could submit a Charter change 
to accomplish these essential objectives. Unhap- 
pily, however, the Council seems unwilling to 
propose changes sufficiently broad to be effec- 
tive. As publie opinion is unfolded at the com- 
ing public hearings on the Charter the Council- 
men may be willing to go all the way; let us 
hope so. 

The Supervisor also urged steps toward con- 
solidation of the county’s 29 individual school 
districts. This is the legal responsibility of the 
County Board of Education, but it has made no 
visible progress. The Metropolitan St. Louis 
Survey last August recommended that the board 
move to consolidate several small districts with 
other districts. Among them were Maryland 
Heights, Valley Park, West Walnut Manor, Jef- 
ferson Barracks and Scudder. 

The larger problem of county schools, of 
course, is how to assure every child an equal 
educational opportunity. One method of achiev- 
ing this was recommended by the Survey. It 
would. provide a single county-wide school tax 
rate to guarantee a minimum @nnual expendi- 
ture for the instruction of every child in the 
county; présent school district: lines would re- 
main unchanged. : ‘ 

This would require Jegislative action. The 
County Council is the proper agency to approach 
the Legislature with the plan, If it won't, who 
will? 

Continued effort to consolidate the county’s 
97 municipalities also was recommended by Mr. 
Matthews. This is nowhere near the problem 
that school consolidation is. The schools take 
the lion's share of the tax dollar in the county. 
Even so, the multiplicity of municipalities means 
that county voters as a group are paying far

“T want in.” “I want out.” 


How many times, as a child, I heard 
those words or used them. They were 
the: coins of diplomacy used by a 
small and very democratic group in 
a small and very democratic Iowa 
town. If I were a member of a group 
playing “One Old Cat” or “Run, 
Sheep, Run” and felt the urge to go 
fishing instead, I needed only to say, 
“IT want out.” And 
if I came late, and 
found a game in 
progress, it was 
enough to say, “I 
want in.” 

I am now a 
member of a much 
larger group. As 
an American cit- 
izen, I am a mem- 
ber of a very dem- 
ocratic civilization. 
I like America, and 
I particularly love 
Cape ors where I , 
now live. But I 
also like to travel. Joseph N. Welch 
It seems to me enough to say as I 
said in my youth, “I want out.” 


Indeed, the right to travel freely 
would seem to me a proud badge of 
freedom. A country even as large as 
Russia must have some of the aspects 
of a prison if one cannot leave. 


Is there something about travel by 
an individual which can make it so 
significant from the standpoint of na- 
tional safety that the Federal Govern- 
ment should be allowed to control 
travel by the passport device? I think 
the answer is in the negative. 

Let us take the most dramatic ex- 
ample of national ifterest. Let us 
suppose’ that the FBI has -a known 
spy under surveillance and that the 
spy is an American citizen. Then 
suppose this person applies for,a 
passport ‘to go to a country behind 
the Iron or Bamboo Curtain. Is it not 
good to be able to deny a passport? 


Well, if it’s good, it’s not very good. 
A ‘better way to do it—a far better 
way—is to arrest the man and try him 
in a court for treason, and really stop 
his travel, and stop it for years or 
forever. For denial of a passport 
is a flimsy device not calcula to 

revent a resourceful man from cross- 
ng, let us say, the Mexican border. 


‘The Citizen Is Helpless’ 


But what shall we do if the FBI 
has strong suspicions but insufficient 
proof for an arrest or a conviction? 
Once again the device is a flimsy one, 


‘not to be relied on for safety, par- 


ticularly since the man wi 
know he is under suspicion. 


But mere suspicion is itself no safe 
basis on which to deny a fundamental 
freedom. Suspicion in the bureau- 
cratic mind is easily aroused, and the 
citizen is helpless when it comes to 
defending himself against suspicion. 

A policy to deny passports to cit- 
izens suspected of having Communist 
leanings or back sounds rea- 
sonably attractive, but who is to 
decide what constitutes such a back- 
ground, or how much of a Red taint 
is enough to refuse a passport? Is it

‘The passport is a document which 
has long been in use among most of 
the countries of the world. It was 
originally a letter of introduction 
from a Chief of State requesting the 
authorities of one state to give due 
consideration to the citizen traveling 
from another state. 


Today the passport is regarded as a 
document of identity and nationality. 
It has become in recent years under 
our laws a necessary document to 
allow the United States citizen to de- 
part from the United States for travel 
outside the Western Hemisphere. 


Because of its origin, the right of 
any government to grant, or withhold, 
a passport is recognized internation- 
ally. Our Secretary of State has had, 
since the early days of our Republic, 
the authority to issue passports or. to 
restrict them. 


Two Reasons for Denial 


‘The Secretary’s authority both to 
deny or restrict passports stems from 
his basic constitutional powers in the 
conduct of foreign relations as well as 
from precedent and certain statutory 
authority. In denying passports to 
United States citizens, for reasons of 
national interest, the Secretary can 
base his denial on two grounds, 


The first of these grounds is that 
the applicant is a member of the Com- 
munist party; under Communist party 
distipline, domination or control; or 
that his travel abroad is to assist 
knowingly the cause of international 
Communism. 


The second of the general grounds 
on which the Secretary may deny 
passports is that the applicant’s travel, 
ubually to a specific country or coun- 
tries, is inimical to United States 
foreign policy or détrimental to the 
orderly conduct of United States for- 
eign relations. 

When the Secretary issues a pass- 
port restricted for travel to certain 
areas, he is, in our view, making a 
determination that it is contrary to 
the. foreign policy objectives of the 
United States to have American cit-

Irish Look at the Irish 


THREE PLAYS, by Sean O’Casey. (St. 
Martin's, 218 pgs, 95 cents.) 
This is a neat little paper-backed 


volume, beautifully printed but with- 
out benefit of pre girl on the 


cover, con an O’Casey’s 
“Juno and the Paycock,” “The Sha- 
dow of a ”" and “The Plow 
and the Stars.” are brilliant 


plays about people in the slums of 
Dublin during the time of the 
trouble. It is seldom that a man looks 
so frankly at the foibles of his own 
people, or writes with such bitterness 
of the stupidity of war. 

O’Casey, a bricklayer turned play- 
wright, was no ee patriot and his 
estimate of the Irish guerrilla fighter 
was unflattering. When the Abbey 
Theater first presented “The Plow 
and the Stars,” which concerns the 
Easter revolt of 1916, spectators 
rioted and struggled with actors on 
the stage. Mr. O’Casey himself had 
a hand in the combat. The play shows 
up the menfolk as a fatheaded, bom- 
bastic, hard-drinking lot, no braver 
than other mortals when bullets were 
whining and easily led to folly and 
slaughter by windy oratory. 

It was no comfort to the populace 
of Dublin, watching its idols smashed, 
to reflect that O’Casey’s strictures 
might apply to the generality of man- 
kind and not only to the Irish. Nat- 
urally enough, the women widowed 
in the Easter Week uprising were the 
ones who objected most strenuously, 
even though one of O’Casey’s points 
was that women—and children—were 
the real sufferers in such strife. The 
unforgettable final scene makes that 
clear, with its coffin of a child dead 
of consumption, and the young wife 
of Commandant Clitheroe finally gone 
insane. 

The plays are tragedies, but run- 
me Pee them is a vein of won- 
derful humor, and there is of course 
the poetry of the Irish speech. It is 
good to have the three together in 
such convenient form, and to have 
Mr. O’Casey’s great talent recalled.

Xenophon, the Greek his- 
torian (430-355 B.C.), _ said, 
“The practical advantages of 
hunting are many. It makes 
the body healthy, improves the 
sight and hearing and keeps 
men from growing old . 
Appian, a Roman historian ‘who 
lived in the Second Century, 
was more poetic. He said, 
“Sing the battles of wild 
beasts and hunting men; sing 
of the breeds of hounds, and 
the varied tribes of horses; the 
quick - witted counsels, the 
deeds of skillful tracking; tell 
me the hates of wild beasts, 
sing their friendships and their 
bridal chambers of tearless 
love upon the hills . 

The plays of Shakespeare 
are full of references to hunt- 
ing. In the “Taming of the 
Shrew,” he said, “Thy hounds 
shall make the welkin answer 
them and fetch shrill echoes 
from the hollow earth”; in 
“Titus Adronicus’—‘“The hunt 
is up, the moon is bright and 
gray, the fields are fragrant 
and the woods are green’: in 
“All’s Well”—“We'll make you 
some sport with the fox ere 
we case (den) him.” 

George Washington, an ar- 

dent fox hunter, was, no doubt, 
a reader of Shakespeare. In 
wa Midsummer Night’s 
Dream,” Theseus said, “My 
hounds are bred out of the 
Spartan kind, so flew’d, so 
sanded; and their heads are 
hung with ears that sweep 
away the morning dew. 
A cry more tunable was never 
holla’d to, nor cheer’d with 
horn in Crete, in Sparta, nor 
in Thessaly; judge when you 
hear—” Washington used al- 
most those exact words in a 
letter to a friend when de- 
scribing his Virginia pack of 
hounds. 


Praise by Plantagenet. 

Edward Plantagenet, Duke of 
York, who commanded the van- 
guard of the English army at 
the Battle of Agincourt (1415), 
was the author of the first 
book about hunting written in 
the English language. Its title 
was, “The Master of Game.” 

In the book he said, “A 
hound is true to his lord and | 


master, and of good love and | 


true. A hound is of great un- 
derstanding and of great good- | 
ness, a hound is a wise beast 
and a kind one. A hound has 
a great memory and great 
smelling, a hound has great 
diligence aed great might, a 
hound is of great worthiness 
and of great subtlety... 
hounds are so good that there 
is scarcely a man that would 
not have of them, some for one 
craft, and some for an- 
other... .” 

Gaston De Foix, in his “Livre 
de Chasse” (1387), said, “I 
never saw a man that loved the 
work and pleasure of hounds 
and-hunting that had not many 
good qualities in him; for that 
cometh to him of great noble- 
ness and gentleness of heart of 
whatever estate that man may 
be, whether he be a great lord 
or a little one, or a poor man 
or a rich one.” 

Throughout the ages men 
have followed the chase and 
dogs have been their constant 
companions. In. the Second 
Century, Appian said, “Most 
cunning among all the beasts 
of the field is the fox. ... But 
the thronging hounds take 
her. . . .” Evidence of their 
existence in the Paleolithic 
period shows dogs. to be the 
first domestic animals. The 
generally accepted conclusion 
is that dogs of both hemi- 
spheres developed originally in 
Asia from the wolf. 

Tall Tales of the Chase. 

Although Appian testified to 
the cunning of the fox many 
centuries ago, this animal has 
Wst none of its sagacity in the 
interim. Ardent fox hunters 
declare Reynard is the shrewd- 
est of all the beasts and some 
hunters believe the fox actu- 
ally enjoys the chase. The tales 
told about the behavior of 
foxes during the pursuit are 
often of the Munchausen flavor. 
They have been known, ac- 
cording to the stories, to ride 
the baeks of sheep for great 
distances to throw the hounds 
off the scent; and often the 
fox’s ‘mate deliberately will 
draw the dogs’ attention to re- 
lieve its hard-pressed compan- 
ion. 

One hunter reported that he 
saw a fox jump upward and 
sideways through a-hole in the 
roof of a machine shed. The 
shed stood in a small farfmyard 
which, in turn, was close to a 
village street. 
through the yard, then through 
a culvert under the road, and 
then along the village street 
for a quarter of a mile before 
taking a tremendous sideways 
jump out of it. The pack of’ 
hounds was completely fooled’ 
by its antics. 

In the Ozarks many of the 
inhabitants’ forebears came 
from Tennessee, Kentucky and 
Virginia. Fox hunjing, espe- 
cially in the winter months, is 
almost a traditional rite. The 
fox is seldom caught and, un- 
like many other forms of 
hunting, the ¢atch is not de- 
sired. The “music” of the dogs 
is compensation enough. Foxes 
are plentiful in Missouri and 
a good chase usually is as- 
sured 

Horses are never used but 
often some of the hunters will 
stray. from the. campfire to 
gain a vantage point to listen 
to the sounds of the chase. 
They will ride the roads in 
jeeps or cars when the sound 
of the chase fades in the dis- 
tance. Often the chase will 
last through the night and 
sometimes the hounds are not 


picked up until the dawn, Oc- | 


casionally some of are 
lost and the Wooded areas may 
have to be scoured for several 
days before the entire pack is 
restored to the owners.

INDONESIA LOAN 
OF $20,000,000

JAKARTA, Jan. 8—Commu- 
nist China has offered a $20,- 
000,000 loan to Indonesia on a 
long-term basis for industrial 


rposes. 

The official disclosure was 
made here yesterday that the 
offer had come from Peiping 
in the last few weeks. If ac- 
cepted—and a high Indonesian 
official said privately that he 
thought it probably would be— 
the loan would represent the 
first multi-million-dollar loan 
by Communist China to this 
crisis-ridden country. 

The offer was not formally 
announced by the Indonesian 
Government. It was obtained 
in an interview with Foreign 
Ministry spokesman  Suska, 


when he confirmed a report of 

the offer printed in a local 

pro-Communist eewereee. 
Cabinet Studying er. 

Suska emphasized that under 
Indonesian law acceptance of 
such a loan required double 
approval—tirst by the cabinet, 
then by Parliament. The cab- 
inet is now studying the Pei- 
ping offer, he said, adding that 
a decision had not yet been 
reached. 

Personally hand-picked by 
President Sukrano last April, 
the cabinet of about 24 mini- 
sters includes three men re- 
garded here as pro-Commu- 
nist fellow travelers. 

The Communist world’s cam- 
paign to get a loan foothold in 
Indonesia began in earnest in 
1956. That was the year the 
Soviet Union signed an agree- 
ment to make available a $100,- 
000,000 line of credit to under- 
developed Indonesia. 

The Soviet offer has been 
approved by the cabinet for 
presentation to Parliament, but 
so far, it has not been present- 
ed to Parliament. 

Political Fight Forecast. 

Speculation here was that 
the Russian offer would touch 
off a bitter political fight. 

In outlining some details of 
the Chinese offer, Suska said 
the money was supposed to go 
for the establishment of a tex- 
tile industry. He said he 
guessed that, if the loan was 
finally accepted, most of it 
would be in the form of tex- 
tile machinery. 

The United States extended 
a $100,000,000 loan to Indo- 
nesia after the transfer of 
sovereignty by The Nether- 
lands in 1949. 

Last spring a $15,000,000 
loan agreement was signed. 
But the cabinet did not formal- 
ly approve it until months aft- 
erwards. It still has not been 
ratified by Parliament.

Bank, of which his uncle, Win- 
throp W. Aldrich, was board 
chairman. He also worked part 
of the time in the rental de- 
partment of the $125,000,000 
family real estate development 
in New York, Rockefeller 
Center. 

Rockefeller was a director 
of the Creole Petroleum Corp. 
from 1935 to 1940. This is an 
affiliate of the Standard Oil 
Co. of New. Jersey which has 
large holdings in Venezuela. 
His experience in this post 
intensified his interest in Latin 
America. As a result of a 
memorandum prepared by 
Rockefeller and a group of 
business acquaintances Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in August 1940 
created the office of Co-ordi- 
nator of Inter-American Af- 
fairs and named Rockefeller 
as its head. 

Rockefeller served four years 
in this post and later became 
Assistant Secretary of State 
in charge of relations with 
Latin American republics. As 
co-ordinator Rockefeller con- 
ducted a cultural and economic 
program. His office was praised

the zealots. German historians, 
Conant said, do not gloss over 
the Nazi period, and are busy 
trying to rescue history from 
the Nazi falsifiers. 

Ordinary gatherings of Ger- 
mans, however, he said include 
men who must co-operate in 
political, industrial or academic 
affairs despite their vastly dif- 
ferent views in the 1930s. They 
therefore tend to suppress the 
history of their country from 
1933 to 1945 in day-to-day con- 
versation. 

Viewpoint on War. 

An idea often attributed to 
the German people in the past, 
that war is necessary from 
time to time to preserve the 
vigor of the German people, 
“is at least one assumption that 
I am convinced is extremely 
unlikely to reappear,” Conant 
said. “Ruins, history, a reorien- 
tation of centers of industrial 
power, and above all, new 
weapons have made this as- 
sumption untenable, not only 
by the Germans but by soldiers 
and citizens around the entire 
globe.” 

Looking back on the history 
of the present century, Conant 
said, it is elear that “few, if 
any, of the admirers of Ger- 
man education during the first 
decade of this century could 
|possibly have envisioned Ger- 
'many of the Nazi period. An

Studied Research Methods. 


Conant’s knowledge of Ger- 
many goes back to 1925, when 
as an assistant professor of 
chemistry at Harvard, he spent 
eight months studying methods 
of research in principal Ger- 
man universities. In the early 
1930s he returned for a sum- 
mer visit. In 1953 he became 
United States High Commis- 
sioner for Germany. the 
end of the occupation in 1955, 
he became American Ambas- 
sador at Bonn, continuing until 
last February. 

He served as president of 
Harvard University from 1933 
until 1953. In World War II, 
he was associated with the de- 
velopment of the atomic bomb. 
Since returning from Bonn he 
has been engaged in ‘a study 
of American public high school 
education for the Carnegie 
Corporation.

However, if after 24-48 hours, the fever is down and 
the pulse normal, the doctor can take his time about 
evaluating the best time for operation.

Whether or not surgery is “absolutely necessary” will al- 
ways depend upon the patient’s condition, and upon the 
surgeon's oxpertquge in acute gall bladder surgery.
